The first Adams county soldier 
killed in the K orean war will be the 
first to be returned to the county 
tor reburial here, the D epartm ent 
of Defense announced today.

Fairfield R I, is am ong 54 A m eri­ 
cans who lost th eir lives fighting in 
Korea being returned to the U S 
aboard the Woodstock Victory, 
Ship Due April 7 
The ship is expected to arrive at 
the San Francisco Port of E m barka­ 
tion on April 7 and the body will be 
sent here accom panied bv an escort 
It was not known im m ediately w hen 
the interm ent will take place here. 
G ettysburg N ational Cem etery S u ­ 
perintendent Vernon F, L unt said 
th a t ordinarily it takes about 
a 
week for the bodies to arrive in New 
York from th e west coast. He re ­ 
ceives notification then from New 
York, he said, and a 14-day period 
for notification of next of kin m ust 
expire between th a t tim e and the 
burial here 
Born on th e sm all farm w here his 
m other lives, on Septem ber 19. 1906, 
Private B aum gardner a t t e n d e d 
school for a short tim e and then 
went to work as a handym an, p a in t­ 
er and carpenter in Fairfield. G et- 
tvsburg 
and elaewhei^ in Adams 
county. He served in the arm y prior 
to World W ar II and then re-en!isted 
when th a t w ar began. He went to 
Jap an on July 4. 1949

His death occurred in K orea on 
July 12 during the fighting there 
His fam ily had previously been n o ti­ 
fied th a t burial was going to take 
place in Japan, and it is not known 
w hether he was buried there, or 
w hether the body was held for the

Landscape 
architects 
used to tell us that planting in the 
front yards of these homes .should 
be in harmony with this dignity.

to 
clothing, then the house should face 
the public in form ii attire. 
This sort of t Ivin king put an end 
to flower beds in front yards They 
were altogether too gay for their 
sedate background. Would you dress 
for the street, as for a garden party, 
or tennis game? Then grow your 
flowers in the back yard, where 
you could wear sports clothes, and 
romp around. 
For front yards the fashion devel­ 
oped of planting evergreens around 
the high high foundations which 
then prevailed, and this practice 
spread through the country’, where 
formerly 
evergreens 
had 
usually- 
been seen only in cemeteries. 
A benefit of this fashion was that 
it made us familiar with the variety 
and beauty of evergreens, which are 
lovely in form and color, and green 
the year around, deserving of use 
in gardens whereever they are lo­ 
cated. 
But times change, and Ideas with 
them. 
Traditional 
architectural 
styles have given way to functional 
design; millions of new homes have 
now been built wthout a thought of 
tradition. Tile attached garage, pic­ 
ture windows, breezeway, and low 
I spreading ranch house construction, 
produce a home unlike any tradi­ 
tional style since Babylon.

What sort of front yard 
planting would be in harmony with 
that sort of atmosphere? 
.Surely, not the same formal, dig­ 
nified treatment, that became com­ 
monplace in the last generation Not 
a foundation planting for a liouse 
which has no visible foundation; 
not dignified sedateness, where the 
home 
expres.se* 
informality

comfort. Yet because I ash ions are 
often slow to change, many of these 
homes have planted in an outmoded, 
unsuitable rn inner, or what is worse, I 
have not been planted at all. 
The 
solution 
of

problem I 
which is rapidly being accepted, is 
the door-yard garden. Tills restores 
to the front yard the flower bed* 
and the borders, w’hlch were there In 
the Victorian era. 
Then, flowers were often used to 
work out elaborate designs in beds 
of geometric shapes. Modern door- 
yard gardens are as .simple as pos­ 
sible in design, In order to center ; 
attention upon the beauty of the 
flowers. These are grouped in masses 
of one color, so arranged that each 
mass harmonizes with and sets off 
tile others, and all provide a pleas- j 
lug decoration for the house. 
The garden illustrated is a simple 
arrangement of bo’.-der plantings for 
a small house where Hic walk leads 
from the private driveway to Hie 
front door. Both house and lot will j 
be made to seem larger by this ar 
ran-zement.

Lifting <»f the United Nations dip­ 
lomatic ban on Franco Spain ha? 
had tthe effect of making the Gen­ 
erals imo’s Spanish Republican op­ 
ponent* mer** vocal. 
The Republican ‘ government in 
exile” had been working so quietly 
that it had been largely lost sight 
oI through Uie years since Franco 
waged his successful revolution. Tile 
exiled regime, however, appears to 
be decidedly alive, as I have liad im­ 
pressed on me through meeting a 
very active member—-General Joie 
Asemio, minister without portfolio, 
who is stationed in New York 
The general tells me the members 
of the Republican cabinet aren’t all 
concentrated in one place, but are 
strategically scattered- four in Paris 
and the rest in widely separated 
stations. He himself is not only a 
minister but also is permanent ob­ 
server with the United Nations. OI 
this latter task he remarked to me 
lather plaintively but with diplo­ 
matic reserve: 
“Komi* Disappointments ' 
“Unfortunately some disappoint­ 
ments have been experienced in con­ 
nection with the case of Spain ” 
He was, of course, referring to the 
lifting of the U N. diplomatic boy­ 
cott against Franco Tile first tune I 
met the general <who lias been a 
leader of this column) he said: 
“You believe Franco should be 
brought into the North Atlantic de­ 
fensive pact, don't you?” 
I replied in the affirmative, on tin- 
ground

strengthen the alliance 
I added, 
however, that I do not approve of 
any dictatorship*. as I have mad** 
clear innumerable times in my ar­ 
ticles Then general grinned and we 
dropped the subject. 
When Franco launched h. rebel­ 
lion in 1936, General Asensio took 
the field against him until made 
under secretary of the ministry of 
war. Finally in January ol *29 lie 
was appointed military attache at 
the Spanish embassy in W. shing­ 
led, a post he held until Madrid sur­ 
rendered two months later. Since 
then he has been a political refugee 
representing the republic in Amer­

“Our husk is to pie erve leg'll con­ 
tinuity with the last government 
constitutionally elected on Spanish 
soil Our government in exile is oj>en

sions of the national w. I, and that 
the opportunity be given the Span­ 
ish people of choosing freely the sys­ 
tem under which they wish to live 
and thus enjoy full privileges of 
universal suffrage.
